kindred. For , we areno ſooner our of 
our cradle and ſwadiing cloures as it 
were , burthar ourperuerſe and;frq- 
ward affeions ſurprize vs, as #man 
would ſay, like violent windes, and fl- 
ling the fayles of our defires', with a 
thouſand delicart gales, make vs migh- 
rely degenerate from our owne natu- 
rall clnijeneinlng vs therby from 
 allrcrueandrighr reaſon, For, let our 
foule continue neucrſolitle a while in 
this baniſhmenr, ſhe by and by forger. 
.teth her original] being , leeſcth the 
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remembranceof her principall bene- 
fire and good, andin the end, which is 
a farre greater miſchicfe, ſhe forget- 
teth likewiſe the knowledge of her ſelf, 
Now then there remaineth nothing 
why we are not alrogether like vnto 
theſe miſerable capriues . For, if they 
after their long caprinitic,haueneuer 
ſolictle hope of their returne, or do 
bur heare their countrie ſpoken of, a 
man ſhall percciuve their hearts to 
leape with. ioye in their bodies , ſo 
greatly doth this kinde ofnewes plcaſe 


and like them, Bur contrariwiſe,we vt- * * 


' terly miſlike thoſe men, who labour to 
call vs home againe vnto the place 
where we had our brſt being, and ab- 
horre nothing more then when we ſee 
them marke out vntovs the ready way 
ro come therero, Theſe men will leaue 
the fortunate Iſlands, and returne vn- 
ro the Ithaque , ſer faſt like a neaſt 
builc ypon the very top of a ſharpe 
ſeepicrocke , And we will not onely 
leauethe mire and dirte whereia we 
fir faſt mortrized , rather. then we 
would polſeſſe and enioy moſt afſured 
and cuerlaſting felicicie . Now, ſome 
man may peraduecnrure ſay ynto me, 
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of heanenly Wiſdome, 3 
I befeech you Sir,where is that felicity 
which you ralke of » ſhewir vnto vs, 
for thar is it that we defire: for whar 
man.js he that would refuſe to be hap- 
pic and bleſſed? Alas my good friends, 
I know that the worde liketh you well: 
bur without doubr yee flie from the 
thing it {clfe : or ar leaſt, yee follow 
naught elſe bur the ſhadow, and leaue 
the bodice flying from you , and hunt- 
ing after a vaine'cloude of delight,rc- 
ic the true, ſound and incomparable 


pleaſuce, Where then is it, ſay you? 


ſhew vnto vs the way and traQ,that we 
may ſpcedely rake hold thereof. Shall 
I rellyou my good friends one thing, 
and that is this , would it not thinke 
you, make you laugh ro [ce a pore or 
ſand blinded man come vnto Pylothg; a

ting, and importune him ro ſhew him 
his piures and exquiſite paintings,or 
to ſce a deaffe man preflc wro heare 
the ſweet muſicke and hermonie of

blinded man , go thy way , and re+ 
moue firſt from thee that running hu- 
mor which is the cauſe of the dimming

thou thar art blindiſh, ſhalt ſee our ex- 
cellent paintings, and thou-that art

pleaſant ſongs? For,as the pleaſure.of 
rhe ſences cannor be well raſted nor 
reliſhed,bur by ſuch as haue whole and 
ſound bodies, no more can the con- 
rentation and delight of cthe- minde, 
wherein reſteth our chiefe felicitie,be 
perceiuedby any, but by ſuch,as haue 
cleanſed their ſoules of. all finfull and 
corrupt luſts , which as filchie borches 
and blaines extinguiſh the vitall ſpi- 
rirs-in that part of the body wherein 
they are engendred.'Heere then you 
ſeewhat you muſt do,if you determine 
to make your ſclues capable to taſte of 
the” fruirs'of this  cuerlaſting happi- 
nefſe, Irightwell know, that ye are ſo 
brought vp, Gen fromyouryouth, in 
the pleaſures of your ſences,and make 
To much of them,as that you are afeard 
yee ſhall loſe them ; withour T leaue 
this as a pawne vnto you , which will 
bring vnto you farre more infinite 
greater pleaſure, and wherewith = 
ea 
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of heawenly Wiſdome, «5 
feaſt you,and quickly ſhew it you. Bur 
who is able ro make men, that are no 
better then duſt and aſhes , to ſee the 
eſtate and diſpofirion of a pure and in- 
nocent ſoule,whoſe ation is perfeRly 
blefſed,and altogether heauenly,wher- 
inconſiſterh this moſt excellent con-+ 
rentation? In very deed, you prefſe me 
too too ſore, and craue at my hands 
morethcnIam able todo. Bur becauſe 
I am loth to diſcourage you, and make 
you mal-content,l wil do for you what- 
ſocuer I am able, AndI1 willdeale with 
you, as the carriers abour of monſters 
do: For , they ſer vp theirpiRtures ar 
the corners of the ſtreets ,-and hang 
out the portraitures of them ax their 
owne lodgings , and whenthe people 
haue paid their money at the com- 
ming :m of the gate, then rthey-ſhew 
them their naturall and liuely bodies. 
Now, the fight which I inuite you-to 
ſee, is this / Yiſedome , which we may 
rightly ſay , to be the very truth and 
knowledge of all things,bur eſpecially 
of heauenly things , which is full of 
vnſpeakeable cleerenefſe,brighrnefle, 
and ſplendure , and whichalſo, if we 
mighe behold face to face, and in her

with her loue, and cauſc vs hare theſe 
baſe and earthly things, with the louc 
of which we are ſo farre fortred, cuen 
ro our very deſtrution. I will heere 
hang vp, as ir were, ypon the beaten 
high waics,piQures and images,ſothar 
if ye be diſpoſed to go right on to the 
ate,yee ſhall ſee both the image and 
theemboſting ofthem: which is wirh- 
out all doubt moſt maruellous, and 
when you hauepaid your cuſtome,and 
paſſed the borders and limits of this 
life,you ſhal ſee thar,which no rongue 
is able to yrter,nor care able ro heare, 
Burt to make you acknowledge ar 
length what this is,and plainly ro prick 
-outygro you ſome draughts hereof, [ 
beſecch you conſider even of the 
mexuhich you ſo wonder at heere 
, and ſo grecdely and e* 
rf{9sur for, and hunt after, and 
you thallfinde , chat if you go onely 
ſtep by ſtep on them , and follow (til 
your way, that they will at laſt bring 
you ynto the knowledge of thar which 
you at this day deſire , Bur becauſe 
that in ſtead of going on them , you

ly felicitie . Commeth this from the 
oviett of naturall rhings , thar are 
growne ynto perfeRion ? Are theſe 
the well mingled, ſorted, and ſerled: 
colours, and the exaQly obſerued pro» 
portions and dimenſions, which thus 
pleaſe the eyes ? What other thing ad- 
mire you ina medow,ennameled with 
a thouſand goodly and odoriferous 
floures,and ſo richly in dinerſe places. 
with ſundrie colours bedecked? What 
other thing admire you in the ſtarely 
buildings of kings , in their Bracelers, 
Chaines, and other Iewels, and in 
the Tables of moſt excellent Pic- 
tures , bur onely this curious obſer= 
uation ? Yea whartother eftimarion 
make you of the moſt faire ſweere 
faces of women, with whom yee ef- 
feminarely burne in loue , bur an e- 
quall proportion, and exadt diligence 
of nature, in the conformitie and aſ- 
ſemblie of many things ditferirg one 
Te 
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from another ? What other thing is 
the ſweetneſle of one cſpeciall voice 
of aman,or the melodic of many toge- 
ther in conſort , bur a iuſt and orderly 
continuation of them all rogether, or 
ſuddaine motion of many voices, ac- 
cording to a naturall rule and pro- 
portion of the ſame ? And whar other 
thing is the moſt pleaſant and ſweete 
ſauour that a man can poſliblic ſmell, 
bur a certaine remperature both of 
heate and moiſture, and a certaine 
_ imprinted in a bodic, by the 
uddaine motion of one or many cau- 
ſes ? Neither is any thing ſweet and 
pleaſant in the moſt delicate meates 
and ſauoures, but a certaine meaſure 
of well mixed licoures. Neither doch 
the rouching of them bring or yeeld 
any orher pleaſure , bur a certaine c- 
qualitie and length which we finde in 
natural] bodies . Now marke then 
all che pleaſures which your ſences 
can poſlibly receiue: yee conſume the 
whole time of your life, onely abour 
the: for,for them alone,ye wearie your 
bodies with continual] toiling & moi-' 
ling, and for them alone, yee ſtriue a- 


gainſt the winds , and crofle the _ 
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If then yee finde that all theſe patticus 
lar things do poſſeſle your minds by a 
certaine vaine ſhew of beauty and ex- 
cellencie,what will yee then ſay,when 
as yee ſhall conſider of them all ar 
once , and at one view , cuen from 
their firſt beginning , vnto the high- 
eſt degree of their perfeRion ? Shall 
yee not ſee the ſelfe and the ſame 
diffcrence betweene them, thar is be* 
tweene one ſtone alone , and an 
whole proude and coſtlic Pallace, 
and betweene one voice , and a com- 
pler and full noiſe of,muſick, and be- 
rweene one finger, and the whole bo- 
die > What matter can you make of all 
theſe particular things ,' eſpecially of 
theſe carrhly things, when as in lifting 
vp your eyes towards the Sunne and 
Starres, yee behold the world, fiom 
the higheſt part of heauen,tothe Jow- 
eſt part of the earth , cuen from the 
beginning of the ſame _ynto the end 
thereof , and confider , how many 
wonderfull rhings are depainted and 
ſer foorth on cuery fide ? If ſo be then, 
we haue done it to_fecd and. ſatiſhe 
our ſences cnely , with the communi» 
cating of thele _ and exceler 
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-things,it muſt needs be thar we haue 
'done it ar the leaſt by reaſen of the 
whole workmanſhip and frame of the 
fame , the elegancie whereof conſi- 
RKeth in the accordance and aſſembly 
of all the ether particular beauties & 
ornaments thereof , Bur our ſoule, 


-which lancheth and ſtrercherh forth 


her defires-and wiſhes farre aboue the. 
reachof our ſences , without we will 
violently captiuare, choake and ftran- 
gleher, hath no defire ro tay heere, 
For ſhe findethnothing heere, which 
can any way retaine , or yet containe 
Her, Bur ſhie is ;nore honourable then 
ſo, for ſhe-embracerh heauen and 
carth,compaif{cth all the whole world, 
Pn the botromlcfle depths , 

noweth all chings, and beſtirrerh and 
manageth her ſelfe , -and is ſo glori- 
ous, as tharif we conſerue her in her 
naturall cxcellencie, all che reft of the 
things of the world , in reſpe@ of her, 
willſceme to be moſt filthie and ouge 
lie . After ſhe hath beheld her falls 
and exerciſed her ſelfe abourthe ſears» 
ching out of cauſes and: ſciences, 
finding nothing in all this, no nor any 
thing a lier ſelfe , that liketh her 
ſclfe,

ſlfe,and reſting her ſelfe ina defire 
which ſhe hath to learne , ſhe is en» 
forced to lift vp her ſelfe farre aboue 
the world , yea and farre aboue her 
ſelte, and ſuffercth her ſclfe ro be gut 
ded by rhe workes of the worke-mat 
ſter. And there ſhe ſeerh all ar once, 
all ſorts of beauties and perfeCions, 
abutting and aſſembling themſclues 
euen from their very firſt originall, 
and by ſo much the more they appeare 
moſt excellent and wonderfull , by 
how much the nearer they come from 
thence from whence they firſt came, 
Alcogerher like vnto the Sunne- 
beames , which,the nearer they are 
the bodie from whence they ſhoots 
and fpred themſclues,the greater, the 
purer , and the brighter they do a 

peare , | vic eſpecially in this bchalfe 
this compariſon, becauſe that of all 
things which we know hecre below, 
nothing more proportionably agree- 
eth with our ſoule , then our fight, 
which is the moſtnobleliuely,& quic- 
keſt ation of all our ſences, nor no» 
rhing more proportionabie vnto God 
theathe light , which is the moſt pure 
and moſt excellent thingin the worlds 
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And the ancient wiſe men haue ſaid, 
Thar the light was Gods bodice, and 
rhe truth his ſoule , repreſenting, 
ſhewing, and giuing vs a taſte as ir 
were, heereby, of one of the greateſt 
ſecrers of the Godhead , We mult 
therefore open and vnſecle the eyes 
of our minde,that we may peazſe mro 
this heauenly light ,' cuen vnco the 
depttrof the cucrlaſting truth . If we 
will ncuer ſo lictle helpe our ſclues, 
andlifr yp our ſoule , that ſhe may al. 
cend by thoſe ſteppes , which offer 
themſclues vnto her, and hoiſc vp her 
ſaile on hie, what delight and pleaſure 
might ſhe not hope for, bur wiſh, noe 
with for, bur ſay, nor ſay , bur thinke, 
which we enioy not in full meaſure ?

Then ſhall we enter into the 
ſhop where all theſe rare and ſtrange 
wotkes were caſt in a mould, where 
we ſhall not onely ſee the patrernes of 
them, and not onely handle the rooles 
and inftruments,bur ſhall alſo ſee, and 
familiarly know the very workemaſter 
of them : who will not onely ſhewynto 
vs his workemanſhip, nor deſcifer on- 
ly vnto- ys his purpoſes, but will alſo 
reach ys his arte and ſcience, and 
make ys all perfe& and godly accor- 
ding cohimſclfe.

commonly ſtand ? No ſurely, for it we, 
before ſuchtime as we life vp the eyes 
of our ſoules rowards this cleerc and

15 
cleanſe our ſclues, we ſhall, in Read of 
enioying this glorious and pure light, 
haue thar little ſight that we haue ve= 
rerly put our. For,as in the lawe of the 
Iewes,the woman that offred her ſelfe 
ynto the triall of the ielouſic offering, 
recciued nohurr by the bitter &cur- 
ſed water if ſhe were chaſt and ſound; 
but was quit and frec fro all blame & 
ſuſpicion; and contrariwiſe,if ſhe had 
broken hermariage promiſe & faith, 
remained infeted, and ſo rotted and 
burſt in ſander : euen ſo alſo thoſe mE, 
who,as the members of the Church of 
God, haue maried his only Sonne, if 
rhey offer themſclues polured and de» 
filed ro touch the holy ker of his holy 
ſpirit, are rather blinded, then enligh» 
rtened,yea rather conſumed, then ware 
med. And this is the reaſon why God, 
when as he, _y compaſſion of our 
ruine &fall, is willing for our ſaluart 
on, to diſcloſe yntothe world this lighe 
of wifedom, he ſendeth his heraulk be- 
fore to waſh & make cleane the ſoules 
of all ſuch as he would haue behold the 
brighrnes of his gloty.We heare every 
where the ſoiid of the holy voice of this

the wayes of the lining G:d repent and bring 
forth the fruites worthy of repentance, for he 
will come with bis fanne in his hand to win- 
now the Corne from the Chaffe, lay vp the 
Corne by it ſelfe, and caſt the Chaſfe into e- 
werlaſiing fier, Secing then thar we de- 
fire this great feliciric,and thar before 
we preſent ourſelues vnro him , we 
mult cleanſe our harts and minds, and 
make them capable to conceiue of 
heauen]y things,let vs ſee what reme- 
dies we haue for that purpoſe, How- 
beir, ler vs ſomewhar alle before,. 
confider,how and in what fort we haue 
ſo defiled our ſelues, that we might 
thereby the more caſily finde our rhe 
meeteſt meanes co cleanſe our ſclues : 
andlet vs ſee from whence and which 
way we are fallen , that thereby we 
, may perceive by what meanes we may 
be able ro lift vp our ſelues againe. 
For, God faw nothing amongſt all his 
workes which any thing drew neare 
vnto his perfeion : and therefore 
he himſelt was then deſirous ro mould 
and faſhion aliuing image of his De 
tic, which ſhotild be his chiefe and ef-- 
peciall worke, and fer bimin the mid+ 
deft. of the world, Whereupon, man 
. TM zorthwith 
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forthwith ſhewed himſelfe in the mid- 
deſt of the earth ſo perfe&t and com- 
plere, as that nothing could be wiſhed 
ro be more excellently perfe&, For, he 
being made aliuely image, and being 
alſo as ir were bur a ſhort and halfe 
picture, hauing withall , many the li 
neaments both of the aire, and of the 
grace of the principall ſubie& or mar- 
rer,was moſt wonderfully perte&, The 
holy fier which God had breathed into 
him, being very pure, enlightened his 
ynderſtanding, and filled him with the 
knowledge of all things, in ſo much, 
thathe hauing cruth for his guide,and: 
yertue for his ayde,all his ations paſ- 
ſed within the compaſſeof reaſon: and 
rurning him ſelfe continually ynto his 
Creator, receiued tohimſelfe as in a 
very cleere lookingglafſe, the forme 
and faſhion of the Deitie: in behol- 
ding of whome, he fixed and ſtaycd all 
his thoughrs,and thereby became very 
blefled, for he liued in God, and God 
in him, Bur when as this mirror which 
was beaurihed and adorned with the 
obic of the Deitie , would needs 
runne him ſelfe amongft the trouble- 
ſome and dangerous ſtormes , and 
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thereby defile and ſully him ſelfe, then 
this immortall brightneſſe diſdained 
Any more to ſhew himſelfe ynto him, 
and left him alrogether ro remaine in 
darkenefle & obſcuririe. Sothar man, 
before ſuch time as he had rurned his 
back vp God, being filled with a moſt 
ſure knowledge of all things, is now as 
« were become brutiſhed,and in ſtead 
of truth,is full of error andlying : and 
inſtcadofaruled and moderate will, 
23 now full of burning luſt, ſo as all his 
thoughts which before were reunited 
to the beholding of his creator, haue 
now ſpread themſclues ouer the crea- 
tures, & roame about at all aductures 
withour cither guide or reaſon. This 
concupiſcence and luſt then hauin 
thus proſtitured herſelfe, forthwith 
conceiued fin,which comming to a ful 
growth,amended death. And death in 
deed, brought forth the extremitic of 
al euils,and death I ſay, the hope of all 
horror and obſcuritic,whercin, all the 
while that mi was ſwadled & wrapped, 
was neuer fince euer able ro receiue 
the brightnes of the immorral light,ne 
yetattaine againe ynto the condutt of 
the truch,the only bcholding wherof is 
able 
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of heawenty Wiſedome. 19 
able to kceepe him backe fr6 comming 
tothe point of his felicitie, When man 
ſaw himſelfe thus defaced, he was diſ- 
pleaſed with himſelfe,& curſed his life 
as a gulfe of miſerie, where he ſaw no- 
thing before his eyes bur cofuſion and 
darkeneſſe.And all his animaduerſfions 
were nothing but of euils, and all his 
hope of nothing but of calamities, 
For,God being nothing bur righteous, 
and man, nothing elſe bur ſinne, whar 
meaſure or end could there be of his 
puniſhment? Howbeir , the eternall 
wiſedome who wrought with God in 
the creation of man,hauing compaſſt« 
on.of the loſſe & deſtruRion of ſuch a 
worke, came, as Tertul;an ſayth, to lay 
a ſteep: the poiſon of death in his own 
blood,to waſh & cleanſe vs, & beſides, 
ro turne away the iuſt wrath of his Fa- 
ther, that he might haue mercy vpon 
vs, and ſoturne vntovs againe, Thus 
we ſce how we are entred againe into 
grace with our God, purifed by his 
mercie, called againe ynto the know= 
ledge of his truth, and the beholding 
of his glorie, Howbeir, we are ſo per- 
uerſe & obſtinate in our curſedneſſe,8 
ſo great enemies to our owne felicitie, 
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as that ſo ſoone as this eternal! lighe 
would begin to appeare and ſhine vp- 
pon the clearenefſe of our conſcien- 
ces, there ro expreſfle and reimprinr 
the face ofhis Deitic, andrelicue and 
recharge the lineaments of this dee 
uine wiſedome, which are ſo ſhame- 
fully defiled, and as it were vtterly de- 
faced, as that we make a thouſand 
foule blemiſhes rebound vpon our 
ſclues, which blind and defile vs, and 
thruſt them ſelues berweene vs, and 
the grace which ſhould enlighten vs. 
We muſt therefore as often as we de- 
file our ſelues, ſo often alſo lay roo our 
bands to wipe away our foule and fil- 
thic ſtaines,for the cleanſing and clea- 
ring of our ſoules, ſo that we thereby 
being poliſhed,the beames of our prin- 
cipall bountic and goodneſſe may 
cauſe the clearenefle of vertue and 
trruch moſt clearcly ſhine, and brightly 
burne vpon vs. Here then we ſee the 
meanes. which-we herein muſt hold 
and keepe ler ys now looke what the 
cauſe of this euill is, and then ler vs 
alſo wiſely conſider of the remedte for 
the ſame, In very deedc, ourperuerſe 
and corrupt iudgement, is the very

fountaine of all our offences, and zhe 
gem apa of that peſtilent humor, 
which ſo infeQeth and ſpoyleth vs. 
The things which ſpoyle and trouble 
vs, are the delightes and pleaſures 
which on euery fide alure vs,and make 
vs drunke before we are fully awake. 
This licour then being mixed amongſt 
our tender ſenſes, by reaſon of the in- 
firmitie of our age, ſo delicately ſeaſo- 
neth vs,as thatwe can never after loſe 
and forget the ſauour thereof. / We 
content not our ſelues wich moderat- 
ly drinking, but we will be ouer head 
and cares alſo, rarrying ſtill by it as if 
we would haue the tide ouerflowe vs, 
leauing our ſelues drowned as it were 
vpan the ſwallowing quickſand of mi- 
ſcrable old age. Now theſe ſweet li- 
cours wherewith we ſo fill andghut'oar 
ſclues, rurne by and by into birrernes, 
and fill our harts and minds with a ve- 
nemous humor, which infe&eth and 
corrupteth vs. Forgheaffe&ion which 
we beare ynto the beauty of theſe cre- 
ared things , being entertained and 
flattered by vs, changerh it ſelfeinrq a 
furious and mad luſt, which peruer- 
tcth and ouerthroweth our ſenſes: for, 
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22 T h# holy loe 
the flattering and diſſembling defirs 
which we haue vnto theſc worldly ri- 
ches, turneth irſelfe into a blinde and 
ſenſleſſe paſſion, and are none other- 
wiſe robe eſteemed in this world, but 
as the ordure and excremeat of the 
earth, :- and the Joue of falſe honor 
conuerteth it ſelfe into a fooliſh deſire 
. tobe farre more then the reſt ofthe 
world, and chalengeth vato it ſclfe the 
reverence and ſeruice that is due-vn- 
to God himſelfe, The pleaſure which 
. wetake in our feeding, is turned into 
beaſtly and ſhanicleſls glutrony : The 
care that we take in preſcruing our 
bodies dclicately,growcth inro beaſtly 
yncleanneſle, = filthy luſt, and the 
worthineſſe- that we belceuc roo roo 
- mych of gur own courage and valure, 
- eurneth i ſelfe into ourragious choler 
_ andraſhneſſe. And ſurely, our minds 
being ſtopped and opprefied with 
ſo foule and ſlimie humors, can ne« 
ucr breathe forth any ching chart is 
ure andcleane, Now, for the pur- 
ging of all theſe ſubrle and morrall 
paſlions y and poyſons of the minde, 
we muſt ſee what remedie we can 
Ende our for them, and it may be, 
in 
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ir willbe to good purpoſe to vſe the 
counſell which a good auncient Fa» 
ther gaue vnto a religious nouice of 
his houſe. Like as wiſe nurſes (ſayd 
he) when they will weanc their chil- 
dren, wall rub the neble of their teare 
with wormewood, and other birrer 
druggs, cuen ſo muſt we be dealer 
withall for the making of vs loſe the 
taſte of our delightes and pleaſures, 


for wee muſt ſer downe vnto our 


ſeJues a cerraine puniſhment for onr 
luſts, and change the houres of our 
pleaſures into rigorous and auſtere 
exerciſes, and at what time we ate 
wonred to take our fooliſh and dil- 
ſolute recreations, ler vs examine 
with all humyitie , what paynes and 
rorments our fſinfull and deteſtable 
life deſeruerh. I cannor rell whether 
this good old Father in ſpeaking this, 
thought ypon the cuſtome which the 
Hebrewes vſed, who made a ſolemae 
feaſt vpon that day that they began 
ro weang. any of. their children, or 


. whether rhey rreioyced: in that their 


children left their weaker foode, and 
fell ro more ſtrong and marrowye 


meatcs,cither cſ3 ro ſtixre them vp by 
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their example vnto a new kinde of 
dyer, For we may venie fitlie applic 

this example ynto the inſtruRion of 

our mindes, if ſo be we will weane our 
ſelues from the milke of our delights, 

and ſweare an irreconciliable diuorce 
betweene vs and our finnes, inviting 

our ſclues vnto the like feaſt, as he a- 
mongſt.thoſe holie religious men, of 
whome Plzlo, in the booke of a con- 
remplariue life, makerh mention, did, 
They mer to--ther at this banquer, 

- and the firſt, principall and moſt deli- 
cate and ſweer difhes, were the moſt 
beautifull and beſt raſting fruires of 

rrue wiſedome, which were preſented 

vnto them by a moſt clegant prea- 
ching of the Prophers and commaun- 

- demenrs of God, as pure and vndeh- 

: Jed veſſels. Their retoycing, was con- 
ſolation,theirpaſtime,auſteririe,their 
delicate diſhes, abſtinence. Their 
mindes bcing ſatisfied with ſuch mar- 
rowy meate, they were in a maruclous 
rear and fire rranquillitie, to be ar 
eyſure to follow their moſt happie 
contemplation. And ſurely this exer- 


ciſe would become vs all yery wellne- 


uerthelefle, we had need cuery one of 
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of heanenly Wiſedowe. 25 
vs particularly ro accompliſh this our 
purging of the ſoule, which we call re- 
pentance, by mcanes whereof , our 
ſoulererurning into her ſclfc, ſhall be 
able rowipe our ſpot by ſpor, the blots 
thar there moſt filrhely do ſauour, 
Secing then that this repenrance 
ſhould be yato ys as it were the en- 
trance and preface of a good and per- 
fe& life, which ſhould make vs cleane, 
we ſhould therein exerciſe our {clues 
both carcfully and ordinarily. For,ſee- 
ing we are determined to cre a 
Temple inour foule, wherein to lodge 
the Deitic,we muſt therfore through- 
ly waſh and rewaſh the ſame with this 
purifying water, and thinke thart ir is 
to vs-ynto whome EXechias ſpeaketh, 
when as he ſaid vnto the Leuns, Lifen 
vnto me , and ſantlifie your ſelues , make 
cleane the bouſe of the Lord, and thruſt the 
þlthineſſe 0ut of the Santyarie. we will 
have our Spirite to be by Awter , our 
thoughts ; bus offerings © o#r prayers , bi 
Preſents : and dll we offer them in a filthie 
place f would he not then ſay vnrovs, 
that which was ſpoken vnto the Iewes 
by the mouth of Malachy,ſaying,l have 
not ſet mine heart vpon you, neither will I 
c 
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receive any ſacrifice from yow, becauſe you 
are moſt -filthie and fwll of pillwtion, Bur 
how ſhall we begin ro performe ſuch 
a glorious and proficable an aRion ? 
Saint Iobn Chryyſoſiome teachetl! vs, and 
geueth vnrto. vs an excellent inſtruc- 
tion hereof: We muſt (ſayth he) looke 
well vntoourſelues, and hauing com- 
paſlion of our miſeriey we mult rub 
and make Jeafie our-hearts: ſo as we 
muſt alwayes hate otiy mouths full of 
the conteſting of our finnes,. and the 
reſt of our a&zons, in great and ſingu- 
lar humilicie, The filthy, Rinking, and 
bruriſh concupiſcences of ours,finding 
our hearts voyd of the graceof-Gnd, 
place rhemſelues there, -and'ity ſuath 
ſort puffe vp and harden our harrs, ay 
that no goedries c2n now-enterihetn, 
without we firſt pretie and ſqueeze 
them betweene our hands with ſharpo 
& earneſt contrition.T9 be ſhorr,if we 
ſhallner have blowen-this bladder full 
of wind,we ſhal nener find rhisfpiritu- 
2] licour, & this holy oyle of conſvlaris 
cuer to be placed rhere- Thiswasrhe 
preſumprion thar ficlt aflaulred "the 
Angels, and fince that time hath ſer 
a ſnare or pitfall ro trap our feet m. 
This 
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This is that thing which as an heauie 
counterpoiſe keepeth vs continually 
ried vntotheſe worldly luſts, and which 
ſertle our defires our ſelues,and ma- 
keth vs belecue thar $e liue only for 
this world,and ſtayeth alſo the ſayle of 
our ſoules from lanching rowards hea- 
ven, How ſhall we then rid our ſclues 
our of this? Forſooth, in caſting back 
our eys ypon our life,in conſidering of 
our foulenefle & deformitie,& in be- 
holding how many miſeries & afflictiss 
cotinually ſurprize vs,which we neuer 
once loked for, If the iuſtice of God, 
ouer-compaſſionat in ourhbchalfe, did 
not ſufficiently furniſh-ys with, acarges 
to be angric with our ſees. or if be- 
cauſe wee are too Neere, Vnto,.our 
owne harmes, we cannart ſec them, 
ler vs turne our eyes ypon the infinite 
millions of men which now are, os 
yet :hereroforc haue becn., and lex 
vs marke what a ſmall and ſharr thing 
their life is, and hath been, and ye 
although it bee neuer ſo ſmall and 
ſhorr ; yer it is enuironed with -in-» 
finite ſorrowes, griefes, and. cares, 
which are the verie fruires of they 
finnces and wanſgreſſions, Donoral 
| lh | 
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men luing continually cry and com- 
p/ayne of their miſeries and miſhaps ? 
Now, i is no reaſon that we moſt 1n- 
full and flthie wretches that we are, 
ſhould ſeeke our of our ſclues the 
matter for which we ſhould be angric 
and grieued with our ſelues, For, our 
conſciences do commonly rell ys, and 
continually repreſent vnto vs in de- 
ſpire of vs, the regiſter of our finnes : 
agreeing with that of Democritus ſay- 
ing, That hee heard the voyce of 
malice and finne accufing her ſelfe. 
Otter and beſides all this, the heauen- 
ly wftice; or rhe fatherly care of God, 
conifimually ſheweth vnro vs his rods, 
ſommctirtics ſtriking vs wich them, ro 
make vs awake, 'and leape our of this 
miſerable, filchie, and dirtie puddle, 
Bur fnothing wil! cauſe vs to hate our 
ſelues,'atid' deteſt our miſerable ſin=- 
full bfe, ler vs conſider with our ſelues, 
arid'thihnke of this hideous and ter- 
Tible image of dearh,ynto whome our 
finne bath deliuered vs vp. For, death 
folloxerh vs hard art our heeles both 
by ſea and land, he embarkerh himſelf 
with vs, and riderh on horſcbacke be- 


kinde vs; andlcaucth vs nothing ſaue 
only 
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only our ſhadow. We do nothing elſe 
all our litc long but flye from him, and 
yerwe are ſtill neecer and neerer him, 
Ir is he that in a moment cutreth off 
the thread of our defires, and he, who 
yppon the ſuddaine, bereauerh vs 
of all char we haue ſcraped rogether 
with great paine, and inthe end ta- 
keth ourſelues away cleane our of the 
world, Sccing then rhat his image is 
pictured outco be ſo feareful in all the 
rorners of our life, let irbe a bridle ro 
reſtraine our filthy luſts,and ler vs ſte 

backe when weſce ſuch a boncalelh 


- deapth Ilye wide open before ys, Bux 


if we hane ſo engaged and bound our 
ſelues before hand, as that we cannor 
poe backe, yet he atlicaſt forewarnerth 
ys of the danger,andler vs forſake this 
vile and heauie burden of baggage, 
that we may the lightlier leape, and 
Iiſtelicr $kip over this dangerous 
breake-necke, and leape into thar 
goodly and flouriſhing playne, which 
we ſce robe on the other ſide, which is 
thac everlaſting life that we all waice 
for, Howbcir, if the remembrance of 
this temporall and corporall death 
cannot poſſibly wither anddry vp our 
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thoughts, who is he amongſt vs whe as 
we ſhall bur once think vpon the other 
death which afcerward threatneth vs, 
which is this ſpiritual & erernal death, 
that wil nottremble & gnaſh his teeth 
with feare? yea a moſt horrible death, 
becauſe thatthey vpon whom itlayerth 
hold, do dye eternally, nor looking for 
the blefſednes whereof they dcpriued 
themſclues for euer,and yerliue for e- 
ver, bur altogether in ſorrowes & tor- 
ments, whereunto they are eternally 
reſerued, Alas, are not we able ſoter- 
ribly & horribly to piture him our, as 
that we ncuer dare once behold his 
Jooks?Letvs piure the dart which he 
carierh inhis hand,with fire and flame 
round abour it, and arme it with hell 
fire,& with firetorks and tongs. Bur we 
corrariwiſe garniſh him with al maner 
of ornamets ro make him ſeeme plea- 
ſing vnto our eyes, & ſer afalſe couler 
vpon him, to make him ſhew more a- 
greeable ynto our liking,we ere aul- 
ters vnto him, & neuer make feaſts of 
retoycing, but when as we conſecrate 
our ſoules ynto him. And when is that? 
forſooth euen then,when we bath our

ſcluesin theſe worldly pleaſizres,or ra- -

ther, when we plunge ourſoules .into 
that infernall rites of forgertulneſſe, 
which pykecech-our that heauenly fier 
thats an vs, rocketh vs afleepe, & ma- 
keith vs become;moſt briuiſh'& beaſt- 
ly.And yet noywithſtading we then ſay 
thatwe luc,not counting any of thofe 
dayes. any pate; of our life , which we 
paſſe not outr in paſtimes & merimEts, 
nay rather which we. paſſe not ouer in 
fins & traſgreſhos. Surely we are much 
like vnto thoſe ſailers which turn their 
backs vpo the place where they mcane 
togo aſhore, We make a ſhew asthogh 
we would eſchuc this death, &yert ac- 
cording to the courſe of our liues, we 
rue ynto-it with open mouth. Let vs 
therefore looke withly vpo this death, 
and on as many other rocks as we muſt 
ſayle and flote by in this voyage, that 
we may fearc. And ler vs conlider,that 
we are now ſo wounded and bruſed, 
as that if an cſpeciall fauour from hea- 
uen ſauce vs not, we ſhall be hardly 
able to auoyd ſhipwracke. This is the 
contritio which ſhould be in our ſouls, 
& this is that bitrer repentance which 
ſhoulde drawe bloudic: teares. cucn 

fro our of the bortome of our bowels.

This is it thar ſhouſd make vs hate 
euecn our own {clues for the recociling 
of ys ynto our God,&to rene our life 
of fin and wickednes, into puritie and 
cleannefſe. This is it thatThould cauſe 
ys to center into lidgefment with our 
ſclues, thar we might not be reſerued 
ynrothe day of thar moſtheauy indge- 
mer. For what man is hethar is able at 
that day to iuſtifie himſelfe 2 Now,it is 
not enough that we hane had this 
compunCtion and repentance in our 
harrs, but we muſt alſo lay open our 
finnes, and the juſtice of God, that we 
might receive from him his mercy and 
comfort. And it is hethat muſt accept 
of our ſorrow and griefe, and he, vnto 
whome we muſt make an honorable 
amends, and ſimply and plainely con- 
feſle our errors. For, ſeeing ir is his 
pleaſure, thar his goodnes which he is 
able ro keepe and referue ynto him- 
ſelfe,ſhould be poured our vpon all his 
creatures, and that he hath made all 
things to manifeſt his glorie, and be- 
ſtowed the vſe of ourlife only to glori- 
fic him,neither are we any way able to 
repare the offence which we commir 


2gainſt him, by the corrupting of = 
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vie of our life, bur in manifeſting thar 
he hath created vs todo good, &thar 
we our ſelues haue conuerted our 
ſelves only ro do ill, And therefore we 
muſt of neceſlitie yndoubred!y declare 
thar he is liberall, & we moſt vnthank- 
full, we muſt ſay,thar he is good, 8 our 
ſelues to be moſt wicked, we muſt alſo 
pronounce his righteouſnefle, and our 
finne,we muſtſer forth our own griefs 
and his mercy,we mult proteſt thar all 
the cuill which is in vs, commeth of 
curſclues, and all the good which we 
hope after,to proceed from him alone. 
For,if ſobe we ſhall be falent,after thac 
we hauc once acknowledged our cuill, 
It is to be belieued that we will perſe- 
uere with this ftlece all the daies of oux 
life paſt, and fo approue by this filece, 
that we cannot freely be found faulcr 
withall, And Tertullianz exhorting vs 
ynto this confeſſion, telleth ys, that we 
do not confeſfe our ſelues vnto God, 
25 if he knew not our (innes before hid, 
bur becauſe confeſlion is a counſel vi 
ro ſatisfaRtion,and maketh vs apr vnto 
reconciliation, and reconciliation vn- 
ro mercy, and mercy vnto cuerlaſting: 
life, Now, the xy which we 
y 
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looke for,-commeth from his fauour 
and grace,by whichonly we muſt, and 
may be reſtored vnto immortalite, 
and this grace is not geuen vnto any, 
bur ynto fach as acknowledge them- 
ſclues to be miſerable ſinners, and not 
geuen by any,burt by him thar is chicte 
in power, It muſt needs therefore be, 
that the word which he hath beſtowed 
yponvs toglorific him withall, muſt be 
employed tothe manifeſtation of our 
miſery, becauſe the confeſſion of our 
finnes, iuſtifieth the goodnes of God, 
which we haue as much as in vs lieth 
vtrterly peruerted, We muſt therefore 
pray vnto him to forgiue vs, asif we 
ſhould ſay, that he may and oughr to 
puniſh vs, and ſo thereby reſtihe his 
power and righteouſnes.For this cauſe 
it is why the Prophet 1/aiah calleth 
vs, when as he ſayth, Goe your wayes 
with thoſe that are ſanClified, and preſent 
your Confeſſion vnto God with the living, 
O ſayth Fecleſtaſtes, it is a good thing when 
as he that i ſound ina fault will manifeſt 
hu repentance, And truly it were a great 
gloric for ys, if we would be once ſo 
couragious as openly to confeſſe our 
finncs, and ſhew that as we haue been 
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of heatenty Wijſedome. 55 
the firſt that haue (ſinned, fo alſo we 
are the firſt char dorepent, Howbeir, 
there remaineth in vs a foolith ſhame, 
which abiderh with vs as the skarre 
of finne , and cauſerh vs the ſlowlier 
and hardlier ro do ir. This was the 
cauſe why the auntienc Fathers in fit- 
ting them ſelues vnto this our inhfir- 
mxiczand ynto the weakeneſle of ſuch 
alſo which might be offended in the 
reciting ſomerimes of very ſtrange 
ſinnes of ours,were contented that we 
ſhould pur downe and poure our the 
ſecrers of. our odnſciences into the 
boſoms of rhuſe ymo-whome they had 
geuer power, to: binde and. loſe , and 
apply v:ito.vs The grace by which we 
ace redeented. And from this miſte» 
rig. we recciue a maruclous ' fruite, 
hen as it 1s worthely adminiſtredyn- 
to.vs. For firſt, he thar is' appointed to 
the diſpenſation: of this grace, being 
madeynta vs rhe father of the ſpirit,is 
10 bring the ſame vnrovs for the com- 
fort of the miſtery which: he finderth in 
vs by the trial of ourlife,cuen the very 
felfe ſame affefion which arlouing fa» 
ther in the behalfe of his very lick ſon, 
vnico whom he bragethbehides help & 
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remedy,the hope of health, wherewich 
he feedeth him. For he ſhould in the 
fellow feeling of our miſery,and taking 
vp6 him the burden of our fins,help to 
relicue ys,ecuE then whe we faint in the 
middeſt of our courſe, This example 
which God hath ſer before vs, who (as 
Iſaiah ſayth) came himſelfe firft, and 
bath layd »pon hu owne backs all owr muſe- 
ries, and borne vpon his fl,oulders all our diſ> 
eaſes, After he hath thus imparred vn- 
co vs this comforr,he is rodireRvys vn- 
$0 the way of truth, and with the in» 
ſtrumer of the ward of God, wherin he 
is exerciſed, 16 rillthe faxh which he 
bath ſowed- vs, which, $f reaſon of 
the barrenneffe of theground where» 
mn i is caſt, had abvays getde ro hauc 
the help and care ofthe husbandman, 
For we are properly like'ynto a ſmall 
Boate , which is forcibly rowed. with 
ores againſt the ſtreame:butr.if the wa- 
rermenneuer fo litle leaue rowing,ſhe 
fleererh back more nan hour,then ſhe 
didn a whole dayes rowing. The end 
and conſummarion. of this holy ation 
is this,that when we call vpon the holy 
Ghoſt, our grace is pronounced. vn-

of heanenly Wiſdome, 27 
the iudgement of the church, which is 
a certaine pawne and teſtimonie,thar 
as we are heerc in this world kepr fine 
and cleane by him or them ypon whom 
ſuch graces are beſtowed,ſo ſhould we 
alſo be in the other, by him, vpon 
whom he hath appointed chem. There 
reſteth thE nothing after this, bur char 
we humble our ſclies in acknowledg- 
mg the grace which we haue recewed, 
a thing that we hardly can obtaine ar 
cur own hands, Now we will not greats 
lie ſtick to admire ar this, but we will 
neuer follow the example of our far 
thers,which at that time yled this holy 
repentance, Yee ſhouldhauc ſcene of 
theſe men} ,ſaith this Tertwllian, knee- 
ling artthefecre-of the Aukers, coue- 
red with ſackcloth and aſhes , bewai- 
ling bircerly their finnes,and — 
the mercie of God from him.But theſe 
areremedies which we neuer ſecke af- 
rer bilt by maine compulſion : for the 
ſhame which we hauc of dooing theſe 
good things: rebateth and ftraogleth 
wharſocuer goodthing we are any way 
forward in. And it is great pitcic, thar 

that which neither the voice of rhe 
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phers,nor- the example of the holy Fa: 
thers,is able rodraw vs vnto,the wrath 
and vengeance of 'God will bring vs 
vnto,mauger our heads , In very deed 
we puron ſackcloth,burwe doit when 
we canno longer tarrie: we caſt aſhes 
on our heads, bur we do it hypocritt- 
cally, before ſuchrime as the wrath of 
God commeth , which findeth vs our, 
And we creepe and-lowre vnder the 
Aulrers, bur it is becauſe we would fie 
from his hand that purſuerh vs. O 
rebellious and curſcd ſeruants thar we 
are! for we neuer renerence:onr mai- 
ſer, bur whE-as he ho'derhhis ſcourge 
ouer vs tocorrec ys,andweneuer cry 
him-mercie- vncll/ ſud time as the 
ſxord isreadie. ro curourthrotes. And 
therfore we muſt ſohumble our ſelucs 
before him,as that we rhruſt not fron 
vs,by vaine & preſumptuous thoughts; 
the grace, by which we are cleanſed 
andpurificd. Now,whenwe ſhallhane 
thus gathered as it were...into' out 
harids the finnes, which are rhe biriars 
-and brambles of our ſoules, and watey 
red the field: of our-conſciences with 
reares , and ſoftened and made them 
render by this. manner of dealing ,aud 
driucn 
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of heanenly Wiſdome. 79 
driuen away the cloudes which did ſo 
ouer-ſhadow vs,and that the Sunne of 
the grace of God, ſhall begin to ſhine 
ypon vs and warme vs , we muft then 
heerevpon ſowe ſuch ſeed as may in 
the end bring forth for his fruite, an 
heauenly and immortall life , And this 
ſeed is our will, which as it bloomerh 
either well or ill, euen fo bringeth ir 
forth either good or bad deedes, Now 
this argueth well with the micaning of 
T heages the Pythagoriit : for he ſaith; 
That this will was as it were the hand 
of our ſoulegwherewith ſhe turneth all 
things eicher ynto good orill : which 
is the very ſclfe ſame that the ſcrip- 
ture teacheth vs; That God in the begin» 
ning made man , aud left Ism inihs hand of 
his owne counſell , he ſet fier and water be- 
fore him , that. be my þt beare them in 
which hand he winld : Which was rhe 
thing that might addrefle this will 
vnte good , and this is the found 
reaſon , which is the rule thar gui- 
deth all rhings vnco thar end where- 
ynto God hath created them , Be- 
cauſe man might the betrer dif+ 
ccrne, that ir was eaſier for him ro 


doo guod , then todoo ill, and thar 
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he hung not alwaies ypon any doubt- 
full determination , and beſides the 
naturall light, which he had giuen 
vntohim, he gave him alſo his law ro 
preſerue him,if he would keepe it,and 
toas many of vs as liue in his faith, 
And beſides his law and commande. 
ments,he hath giue ynto vs his grace, 
which ſo long as we keepe it , makerh 
vs to donothing bur thatwhich agree+ 
eth with his commandements , and 
conſequently with all good reaſon, 
Now, this rule of well dooing , confiſt- 
ethnor in ſharpe witted propoſitions, 
full of fubtilcic and ſophiſticall defini- 
tions and concluſions : for the reſol- 
uing of which,a man had need rohaue 
a whole world .* For all' this know- 
ledge confiſteth in theſe two points, 
To lone God with all thine heart , and thy 
neighbour «s thy (elfe . And yer neuerthe» 
Tefle , forthe making of the way more 
laine, and tolead vs as it were by the 
band inro our workes , we haue cer- 
raine precepts to examine, and pur to 
euery of them by our ations, andto 
finde the meanes , wherein the comli- 
neffe cf rhat which we would docon- 
Sfteth. This goodly ſcewlinefle, _ 
cx 
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ther diſpoſition of rhe minde, being 
thereplaced, we call vertue. Bur be- 
cauſe ſhe changeth and raketh her 
parricular-name according to enery 
aQion wherein the ſheweth her ſelfe, 
it ſhall ſerue ro good purpoſe , as [ 
thinke, for the matter that we haue in 
hand, to ſalute by the way as we paſſe, 
the cſpeciall ſorts, our of which ſhe re- 
preſenteth her ſelfe ofteneſt ynro our 
fight The Philoſophers beganne to 
teach, thar vertue was aperſwading to 
greatneſle of courage , and an cmbol- 
dening yato generofatic &valure, But 
my defire is to follow the diſcipline of 
thoſe whoſe liues and converſations, 
would gladly follow . Philo the Icwe, 
ſpeaking of the religious men diſper - 
fed throughout the deſerts of Egipe, 
and who in great perfection of life be- 
ſtowed their time in contemplation, 
ſaith ; Thar they laid vp in their ſoules 
Temperance, as a good, firme , and ſure 
foundarion,whereon they might after- 
ward ſettle and eſtabliſh all manner of 
yertues : and therefore we muſt begin 
at that end . For , if Plato with ſome 
reaſon compareth our ſoules vnto hor- 


ſes, which muſt be ridden and broken 
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ken by a skilfull rider , for a cunning 
horſeman , will firſt of all be fore ro 
havethe Bitte in the horſe mourh, be- 
fore he giue him the ſpurre , that he 
_ reſtraine him from goihg out of 
hisliſts ; and thereby be- able both co 
manage and turne him euenly ,.and 
not ſuffer him to bear himſcltg and 
fling andleape at all aducatures. We 
call this remperance, the quthoxitie 
and power which reaſon ought;to.haue 
ypon the Juſts and violent -affeRions 
which carrie our will voto pleaſures 
and delights . This then muſt be the 
reine as it were ynto our ſoules , or ra- 
ther ſerue vs as a fit inſtrumenr ,to 
ſcum rhe boiling deſires which ariſe in 
our ſou'es, by reaſon of the hear of 
bloud, that they might be alwaies toy = 
Ned and egalled vnto reaſon, wher vn* 
to they muſt be proportionable , not 
regarding nor yeelding themſclues 
vnto the ſenſible obies , which offer 
themſclues vnto them. Bur contra- 
riwiſe ſoto yeeld ynto them, as that 
they cauſe thoſe obiets ro ſerug 
them and reaſon, whereof, they ſhould 
be altogether in very deed made. 
Now, of al the paſſtons ouer which 
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remperance muſt haue an eſpeciall 
eye, toarrange theſe ynto reaſon, hl- 
thie concupiſcence , is the molt ordi- 
narie, whichtierh vs vnto the luſt of 
the fleſh,making vs to ſeeke our,in the 
coniunGion ordeined by God,not the 
blefling of a long and happie poſteri- 
ric,to ſubſtirurte in our ſteads,ſeruants 
vnto our creator, bur a beaſtly plea* 
ſure and infamous delight,which blin- 
deth our ſoules, and maketh our ſpi- 
rices d:unke, God hauing heaped in 
man ſo many ſundrie perfeRions, 
meant yet notwithſtanding as it were 
to finiſh the ſame, and did communi- 
cate with him that , whichis the moſt 
wonderfull in a'] the deitie,which was, 
the making him a creator like vnto 
himſelfe , For as he creatcd the world 
rhat his power might be ſcene & eſta- 
bliſhed before him, his wiſedom in his 
works,ſo alſo would he, that mi ſhould 
beget another, one like ynto himſelFe, 
that he might ſee alſo himſclfe in his 
owne worke,and loue and cheriſh that 
which came of himſelfe . And there- 
forc he gauehima wife, tobe a com- 
panion with him in this workeman- 
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for his meaning was, that man , who 
was bond and thrall vnto deathyJooked 
that chere ſhould one day, one of 
his poſtericie , be borne of a Virgine, 
who ſhould be the Sauiour and redee - 
merofthe world, ſtirring him vp as ir 
werereligiouſtiero vſe an holy vnion, 
which ſhould ſerue to the miniſterje 
of his redemption, Wherefore, as the 
vie of this coniunRion ar this day, is 
no more neceſſaric for our ſalaation, 
which for ys is fully purchaſed,neither 
kefr yntovs , bur as a lawfull intempe- 
ricgif fobe we are not able to paſle ir, 
yetlet vs vſce it at the leaſt as a remedy 
of infirmity vnder the authority ofthe 
law of God , for the cooling and mor- 
tifying of rhe luſts of the fleſh , which 
bud & ſpring our in vs. And ſeeing thar 
the defire which cafteth vs our of our 
ſelues cannor drine vs to loue God as 
we ſhouldyler vs yer,arthe leaftikeep it 
within the chaſte boſom ofher, whom 
God hathdeſtined for our wife & com- 
panion. And let vs take greatheed that 
we make not our members filthy tink + 
ing veflck,and ſo defile the Temple of 
God( ſeeing he vouchſaferh ro dwell 
in vs)by the impure dealing with _ c 
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kind of women, who in violating their 
bodies , violate alſo therewith ail ma- 
ner of lawes. For, firſt rhey breake the 
law of God , who commaundeth cha» 
ſtirie : the law of naturc,which forbid» 
deth tro make that common , which is 
borne for one alone : the law of Nati- 
ons,which hath brought in marriages: 
and the law of families , vniuſtly tranſ- 
ferring the labour and traucl of an- 
other vnto a ſtrange heire. Truly,from 
this abhominable and vnbrideled con- 
cupiſcence , come, and arc deriued as 
from a liuely and pleaſant Fountaine, 
all publike and particular calawiries 
as it were » For when this fooliſh loue 
is once formed in our ſoukes, which 
being nouriſhed with belly-cheere and 
idlencfle,beginneth there ro grow and 
encreaſe , and hath as heady wine run 
through our yaines, it by and by brin- 
geth ourſences afleepe, and benum- 
meth our members , bereaueth our 
reaſon , and fo furioufly reigning ouer 
vs,carrieth vs away violently into moſt 
furious purpoſes and practiſes, Dowe 
nor ſce at rhis day the mighricſt king- 
domes , to be by it digged downe as it 
were with Pickaxcs , and Empires to 
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ſtumble and fall downe to ruins. And 

do we not ſec that it deuourerh in one 

day the ritches and conqueſts of infi- 
nite worlds? That it openeth rhe gate 
toall injuſtice ? Hath it nor brought 
iclowſie berweene brerhren,and quar- 
rels betweene Fathers and rheir chil- 
dren ? Bur the worſt and fouleſt of all 
the effeAs thar it hath wrought, is,the 
yncertaintie that it bringeth intothe 
minds of kinſmen and families . For,in 
defiling the mariage bed, it takethfro 
the children the loue of their father, 
which cannor be conſerucd but by the 
good opinion that the husband hathof 
the chaſtitic ofhis wife, & it breakzth 
alſo the pictic of thochildren rowards 
their fathers; which cinort be founded 
but ypon the ſclf& ſame conſfideratio. 
:Now,when theſe bonds of affe&ion & 
-pgood will areloſt amongſt mE,how can 
-they conteine; themſelues. within any 
-cxuill amicy and ſociety ? how;can they 
-joyne & vnite themſelues together, to 
Tſerue God '& obey his comandements? 
"This finne,as an ancient father. faith, is 


the deuils hauengvhich floting & flow» | 
4ng in vs through voluptuouſnes, con- + 


tinually rebloweth the beIlowes of our 
ſences 
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fences with new hoatdefres, which ſer 
our ſoules on fire , & there nouriſherh 
them with ſmoake, taking from them 
both fight & iudgement, which ſhould 
guide them to euery good thing. And 
therfore how far ſocuer we can ſee this 
fooliſh loue,we muſt huar it away,and 
deteſt it,as the very poiſon of our ſouls. 
Howbeirt we, contrariwiſe,call it ynto 
ys,and make much of it , how farreſo- 
euerirbe fromys, Forwe inuite it to 
give irreward , and the rewards ot ho- 
nor arc for none bur for his officers, 8 
all che moſt fine and rare wits take the 
greateſt delight to impe his feathers, 
that he might the ſpecdelicr and more 
conrenredly come flying into the pa» 
laces of Princes. Now,a Chriſtian man 
eſpecially ſuch a one as would attaine 
vntothis blefled conteplaris wherynto 
we-preparc him, will bereaue his ſoule 
of ail theſe filrhy luſts,% vſing himſelfe 
vnrothis continuall contintcewilens 
denor himſe!f,ifhe poſlibly canzro c&« 
ferue this treaſure of virginity, wherin 
lieth agrear puriryi of the-mind & per- 
{etion of vnderſtanding: & they chict- 
ly conſc rue the ſame, which comuni-= 
care themſclues with the ſpirirof God, 
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which gaue $. Terome occaſion to ſay 
according to Yerro ; That the reward 
of virginity was diuination : becauſe 
that d1uination is nothing els bur rhe 
knowledge of the truth tro come,which 
we attaine vato by communicating 
with God, that , which we neuer can 
obraine , except we keepe our ſelues 
pure from all earthly and beaſtly affe- 
ions. So as(as we haue before ſaid)if 
thar our infirmitic ſurmounteth our 
diſcourſe , we may make our intem- 
perancelawfull & excuſable,in rightly 
viing the remedic which God hath g- 
uen vnto our infirmirie, and ſo be hike 
ynto thoſe firſt Chriſtians of whom 
Tertullian ſaid ; Thar they were not 
borne men,burfor ther wiues . Letvs 
therefore with reuerence enter into 
ehis ſocietic of marriage, and ler it be 
a coniunQion both of the. ſpirit and 
will, a communian both of faith and 
religion,wherein nothing is proper ne 
yer particular, no nat ſo much as the 
very ſecret thoughts themſelues. This 
is,as T bemi/tius the Platoniſt ſaid,a full 
mixture of all rogerher , as wine and 
water , which being once mingled co- 
gether,can neuerbe eperaed gains 
 Heere- 
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Heereby:we ſce wherein the principall 
effcFof this Temperance ſhould reſt. 
To ſtirre vp men vnto ſobrictic ,and 
dereſt infamous foule glutronie,or fil- 
thy delicacic of mcates and drinkes, 
neither is verruc thereby any whit im= 
peachedgbur through bond (laues and, 
itanſgxefiours ; for fuch-luſts very ſel- 
domegraw in att honeſt mind , Such 
luſts/ are very feldome found in the 
minds of wiſemen . Although the ages 
heeretofore haue borne and brought 
foorch monſtrous Sardanapales , who 
made their. bellics their God. , The 
common cry of the people themſclues. 
dcieft rhe, and .are ſufficiently re- 
prooued by the voice of the multitude, 
although wiſdom ſhould no way deale 
with.chem abour the matter, Ir is very 
euc; that when ſuch ſpirits are cho- 
ked with great hana canneuer 
talke of any thing thar is either honeſt 
or yer godly, which ſhould make them 
capable of that contemplarion,where- 
yaro we call them. Now,when as Philo 
deſcriberh out vnto vs the liucs of 


theſe good religious Egyptians , he 


therein noteth our vnto vs ſuch a no- 


table ſobriety , as that _ is impoſſible 
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bodies which kepiſiR nvier evuld 


any way hinder the 'beauriflliations 
of their ſoule. | And therefore let vs vie 
meares,and ſuch other hkeitranſitotic 
good things,for the ſtrengtheriing and 
vpholding of the infirmirit'of our be 
&1es,as the neceffaryiniſtruttiahreFdhy 
fpirit , Burwe muſtnar ſodtalkbway 
6ur bodies as men-deale with the par 
ments ofthe magnificenceof Princtsy 
which areſo ſtiffened with-embrodery 
and Goldſmithes worke , and ſo' beſer 
with Pearles'& precious ſtones,as rhar 
2-man car-Tcarſly ſtir himſcife. vhew 
they are ornvifis backibuie we muſt make 
vs ſuch a'gitiient as muft ſerue for 
eliery dyJahd rake ſuchafold as plen< 
ſerhi vs to gitte nt, There is alſo another 
tBing which Hiddrerh '6ur ſoules 'no- 
Iefle the theſepaſſions wherof we bat 
already ſpokE.And thats tholer which 
ro ſpeake truly, /is the faireſt 'flower-bf! 
follic : and thar is char paſſion whictv 
blindeth vs all at once, when asatharh 
once taken hold of vs,& makerhrthings' 
appeatevnrovs yas it were through a 
clowd, cleane otherwiſe then in deed 
they are,8 is ſo much the more dange* 


rous a gueſt , by how much che more

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that they that:artpoſſefied therewith, 
are mighty,8of grearpawer &aurhos 
rity: for the cho!ler of princes which is 
aided by reaſon of their power ,flyerh 
ourlike lightning , &breaketh our be»

wedoit . IF we endure all things for 
the honor of God , and forthe ſaluati- 
on which we ſhall obraine through our 
patience,then that which we call cuill 
ſhallturne to our good, and that which 
once fecmed to ys to be bitter; fhall in 
the end be found very ſweet, The pa+ 
tiencewhich this moderation of ſpirit 
ſhall bring vs,will bea ſecret teſtimo+ 
nie vito ys:, that we are the faichfull 
ſcruants of our maiſter , that we ſpare 
our ſclues no whit at all to obey fi, 
nor yet refuſe! any trauell or paine , to 
pur his commandements in cxecuti- 
on. ;There is nothing, ſurely , ſo hoe 
nourable in this world , cuen in the 
iudgement of the yery heathen, as 
to vnderſtand how to forgiue and 
pardon , The: lawes permit cuery 
man to purſue the wrong done vn- 
ro.him : but to pardon and forgiue, 
belopgeth vato a Prince alone 4 And 
IC» 
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zthere/gre;if|chow wilt. be a king ouer 
thy ſcks;, forge 'thy ſelfe freely: for 
the glory. of--a: Chriſtian confilterh 
chietly in this loue , by which he, big- 
deth his geighbour ro loue himgand ro 
benaide! of this, worldly deſire of. re- 
ucngewwhich ag.a worme gnawerh the 
hart of choſe which axe infeted there- 
with,toflech & rurmoileth them all the 
day,and kcepeth them wovng all che 
night . And therefore the ſpirit will 
cowpoſe it ſelfe with this equalitie, as 
thas wwill not ſuffer,it {elfe ro be car- 
ry&d away with harrcd and euill will, 
And from thence will enſuc another 
excclleat diſpoſition of the ſoule, 
which is modeſty & moderarion,which 
bringeth wich it acerraine comlinefſe 
vato all the ations of the body, and is 
areſtunonic by chem of gentlenefle & 
goodwill & vertuc,which can do more 
then all the reſt,to.make vs ſociable,8& 
ro get vs the friendſhip of thoſe with 
whom either our narure, good hap, or 
choiſe,coioincth vs. This gratious ma» 
ner is ſo agreeable vnto me as nothing 
more,for the wripgeth qur of the that, 
which farce isng;way ableto do:for ſhe 
delirehna ſoperigiry oper the reſt, 
A Tr 
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bur according to reaſon,which's a kind 
of weapon that will cur deeper theri 
either yron or ſteele.Bur theſe proud, 
frowning and ſcornefull people, which 
Jooke ar all the world 'ouer their ſhoul- 
ders, whicharc therwithſwolne fofull 
as their skinnes can tiold, and looke at 
their railes like vnto proud Peacocks, 
do reaſon great wrong, when as th 

fo do, clothing him with ſuch ralke as 
veterly diſgraceth him , and wakerh 
him odious, And belceue me, it is a 
very hard thing for theſe men to'come 
any thing neere this holy Philoſophie 
or wiſedome, which dwelteth amongſt 
the graces that garde and enuiron her 
on cuery fide, Tertwllian, who is defi- 
rousto haue ys learne, how greatly 
mildnefſe and fimplicitie ſerue vs to 
prepare our ſchuesro receive the gifes 
and perfeions of the holy Ghoſt, fairth 
preciſely, that he appeateth ofteneſt 
in the ſhape of a Doue,, to ſhew vnto 
vs that he dwelleth nor but in ſuch as 
are withour gall as a Doue is, bur are 
very gratious and gentle. Now,becauſe 
thatfor the moſt partir commerh by 
reaſon of our infirmitie; as thinking to 
fly one finne, we fall-into another, we 
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are to'feare, that becauſe we are nor 
well confirmed in vertue, thinking ta 
hold vs in hunulitie,we fall ro become 
very cowards , when as in deed we 
ſhould rather fall ro banding & char=: 
ging. Andtherefore it ſhall not be a= 
mifle, that we adde ynto that which 
we haue ſpoken, of temperance. and 
mildnefſe, certaine confiderations ro 
raiſe vs vp to be moſt coutagious, whe 
as itſhall ſtand vs in hand tobe ſo. 
Which wil principally ſeruevstokeep 
vs in aftraite and an aflured courſe, 
againſt all wharſocuer ſhall offer ir ſelf 
ro amaze and turne vs from obeying 
the commandemenrs of God. For,firſt 
we ſhall on the one fide haue raſh pre= 
ſumprion to egge vs forward to defire 
more, then rhar wherevnto God hath 
called vs, .and ym our ſelues vnto 
his conſtant and firme purpoſe . Our 
happie ſucceſſes , and proſperous en- 
counretsor accidents , will ſo tickle 
vs; as tharghey will make vs laugh,our 
good tap: will promiſe vs. high and 
great things, and yer focal] this , we 
will not once change our viſage nor 
countenance, We will ſcornefully be- 
hold and looke vpon , = that with a

Bur if 
reaſon telleth vs that: we muſt rake 
them,wewillchca vic them with grear 
equaliticof minde,andfaciliticof ma- 
nets, and make none other eſtimation 
ofthew'; Onrhe other ſide , we ſhall 
haucaffliftions, dangers, griefes, and 
pouertie, which in the: mdgement of 
thecommon people , wrappeth vp all 
manner of miſerics. Andi is againſt: 
theſe enemies chicflie that this ver- 
rue muſt boiſterouſlie ſtretch forth 
ber armes: It is through them that ſhe 
muſt make way, if ſhe meane rocome. 
tothe end of her purpoſe . Howbcir 
if we our ſchics ſtand inno feare , and 
flie nor before ſuch time_as we ſce 
the enemie, what miſchiefe may they 
do ys 2 Forſooth , they will/potle vs of 
all our goods, and-fo we thall gothe 
ltighcer : ſecang:rhenthar the reward 
is reſerued for him that. commerh 
firſt, and ſhall rhc longer while enioy:

Whay? is 
he ſo robe fearedzas that he wil:make 
vs turne.our backs vpon him& forſake 
rhe fichd-of vertue,&heflily hid imtbe 
meaches;or rarher/in thi ſandholgs of 
fllarthfulneflſe and:rcowardiſe?: If wo 
thinke it an cuillrhing» it is becauſe 
we feels ir to be fo g'or clic becauſe 
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others thinke ſo of it ., Haue we nor 
heard.abic plaine. of thoſe who haue 
couragioully died,cither for the honor 
of God, or es for the. ſentiice of their 
king,or for the defence of their coun- 
trey?Was there euer yer any nation ſo 
barbarous,fo voide of humanirte, or as 
we commonly ſay , ſo farre fromthe 
ſunnezas that commend notwithgreat 
praife, rhe valure and. worthineflc of 
thoſe zhar have ſpenc their les For 
the common-wealths ſake. ? Hath nov 
the memorie of poſteritie,taken them 
out of their graues,to make them aliue 
ine inthe remembrance of men? 
And if we ſhould come ronumber out 
the parts of the life of man, ſhall we 
recken the time which they bauc:be- 
ſtowed inecating , drinking, ' and {ice 
ping, or rather principally bring into 
aſhorr accoumpr , the dayes wherein 
they haue moſt yaliantly fought for 
yertue2 And therefore that which we 
call life, is bat adeath, becauſe ir dy+ 
ethwithourleauing any memory rher*+ 
of for, that which wetalldearh, is in 
yery deed life, becauſe itis that which 
makethys ra be '& continue forcuer. 
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lue,bur how wel we liue;neither com= 
meth death too ſoone if he bring ho« 
nor with him, neither is it for the only 
opinion of another, and for the honor 
which we ſhall ger by well dying, that 
ought to make vs contemne death,buc 
for the loue of that ſecond life, where- 
into'we muſt enter, The Dr3des, had 
ſame forefceling of the immortalicie 
ef our ſoules, whichcauſedrhem robe 
more yakanc then all theprople of tho 
world : for, they made a skorne to ſaue 
their liues, ſaying, that chey made no 
more accoumpr of them, then ofthe 
head of a willow tree. And the Philo- 
ſophers, whomade a icft at them,con- 
feſſcd yer, thar rhey.held a blefled er- 
ror. Howber, we'fay, that their wiſe- 
dome was bleffed, by raſting of rhis o« 
pinion,. whereby rhey found groping 
m-the darke, the very reſting place of 
feliciric, and had found our the coun- 
rerpoyſon , which driuveth away and 
flayerh feare, the very poyſon of our 
ſoauleswhich drierh vp,and feeblitheth 
our hearts and minds. Burt we, being 
brought vp and taughruin a better 
Schoole then they were, do not only 
know, but conſtantly belecuc, and noe 
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enly belerue, bur are glad alſo as a 
man would ſay, of this fecond immor- 
call life. For, we'hauc a ſpirit lodging 
in the inward parc of our ſoule, which 
fayeth and ſounderh conrinually, it ſo 
be we will heare ir,” nothing clic buc 
this life to come. And ynto chis voyce 
iris, that ſo many.millions of Chriſt 
ans haue in the middeſtof their afflic- 
rivns andirerments followed the ſtats 
dardor enfigneof their G—_ ſpik 
ling! and fhcading” thew' bloud in alt 
the: corners of the carthy. as the truc 
and pure ſced of faich, This is char 
Tromper which hath [encouraged 
them to-fighr this comban,ffom whece 
they haue returned very bloudy, bur 
yet hauc bene rrinmiphant;; and crow. 
ned viRorers, Famhbi&ioid honordr- 
veth vs vnto moſt ſtrange hazards of 
watrre,if this affeRion, ro be eſteemed 
and honorcd of thoſe before whame 
wee live, haſtnerh and kindleth che 
courſe of our ations , whar greatet 
hope is there of thcfe which haue-0b- 
tayned this? for: they: bane -naronely: 
bene honoved whilſt chey liued; !bur 
wee alſo reuerence theyr aſhes. af- 


ter they are dead, theyr. bones are 
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holie vnto vs: the memorie of their 
lives is yeerely renued with deuour 
commemorations and prayers : wee 
honor them in our verie thoughces, 
wee humble our cogitations before 
them, as placed in a great degree 
of honor in the Church of God, and 
as hauing found grace before the 
face of our Lorde and God. And 
therefore wee muſt nor- bee yoyde 
of courage for the effeQuall brin- 
ging to: paſle of good - and holie 
things, ſeeing that the verie wicked 
them ſclues, are the better part of 
theyr dayes ſo valiant in executing 
theſe wicked- and. ' moſt deteſtable 
things. For: with; this paticace and 
ſtrength. of courage, muſt ; wee. en- 
ter. triumphing into the; kingdome 
of glorie, wee 'hauing bene rold by 
Toby this goodly. and holy Oracle, 
T hat bee 0 Lord which ſernath thee with 
48 bis heart , if bis life be put in hagard, 
ſhall bee without doubt crowned, And 
for this cauſe it is why 'the Scrip= 
rure telleth vs z. char this good Fa+ 
ther. beeing brought into miſerable 
capriuitice & thraldome, did neuer for. 
all that forſake the voyce of the truths 
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And to ſay truly, we can no way iuſtly 
attribure ynto our ſclues thename of 
Chriſtians,if we reieR and forſake the 
Croſſe which is left vnto vs in ſtead of 
all other maner of weapons,and is the 
very ſample & paterne that Ieſu Chriſ# 
hath geuen vs, to make vs vnderſtand 
when we ſhall come vnto him,and the 
warchword that witneſſeth vnto vs 
that we are his. For,we haue no means 
thar can make vs perceiue that we are 
mſtruedin his diſcipline, bur by this 
patience, the very mother of all thc 0- 
ther vertues.. And T heedoret alſo ſayth, 
Thar the Marrtyres run vntowrments 
as vnto the ſchoole & exerciſe of yer- 
ee. Ir how followeth that we ſee how 
we ſhould behaue and carry our ſelues 
in the diſpoſing of the benefirs which 
ic pleaſerh God to beſtow vpon vs. In 
very deede, the rule which hereof is 
fer before vs, and the habit which we 
take ypon vs to vie them well, is called 
Liberalitie, Now,che firſt precept which 
we are to lcarne, is to acknowledge, 
that all thg benefirs'which we have,we 
hold of the goodies & grace of God: 


the ordinary exerciſe whereof, isrodo | 


good ynto all the world, andro ſpread 
vpon 
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ypon vs his bleſſings, albeit we no whie 
deſcruethem. And the reaſon why he 
fo bounrifully deſtriburerh chem a- 
mongſt ys, isnot tothe end we ſhould 
locke them vp, and let the gold and fil- 
yer mould, which areno way good nor 
> — but when:rhey are well y- 

ed: but roche end thatas he hath cre- 
ated vs vnto his owne image, ſo alſo 
we ſhould imitate him, in well doing 
ynto our neighbour, according to our 
abilities. And rruly we haue farre grea- 
rer occafion to-do it chen he. For,that 
which he geueth is hisowne, andhe 
peuerh itro ſuchalſo,as be no way able 
ro do him . Bur we, are another 
m3s purſe-bearers, we geue the goods 
of our God,8& wegeue them toſuch as 
ar: nor onely able ro pay vs againe,bue 
alſo to lend vs as much when we ſtand 
inneed . And akhough they ſhould be 
ynable to pay, yet God,by whoſe com- 
maundement we geue them, anſwe- 
reth vs the ſame for them,and maketh 
it his owne debt, and chargerh him- 
ſelfe alſo nor only to pay the princi- 
pal,bur to geue vſury for it,yea double, 
rreble, and an hundreth fold. And we 
are beſides roconfider, that all theſe 
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benchrs ſhould : be . dealc proportie- 
nably, for our neceſlitics, and cthatby 
the lawe of nature, they belong nor 
vnto vs, no further then wee haue 
neede.of then for. the maintenance 
of ourlife, The: meaſure of our beney 
figs jaro heate, cold, hupgerzand chick: 
and if che cuſtome &f the. counrrey 
wherein we live, and faſhions: of our 
countreymen, induce vs to anyneat- 
nefle and finenefſe, we muſt not ey- 
ther ro9 co auſterely refuſe jr,neythes 
ysr- ouercuriouſly:: affeR ..the ame, 
Whercin, weeidre wtf}. ro regatd in 
what ſtate and degree of honot: God 
hath placed ys amongſt our brethren, 
and which ts ſortable vnto the eſtartg 
whereunto we axe borne or called, to 
the cnd wee might appropriat- our 
goods ynto our ſelucs , and hot our 
clucs vnto our goods, Now, when we 
have furniſhed our ſelues with aſtwuch 


as is necd(ull for our eſtate, we muſt 


lay the reſt by, and be very watchfull 
in the well beſtowing therof, And thar 
which may ſerue to dire&vs thereun- 
to, Is to take away the merire and 'the 
neceflitie:of ſuch as we would beſtow 
the ſamc on: for, it is the, cquall pro. 
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of gene Wiſedome. G65 
portion & meaſure, which chiefly ma- 
keth the deede holy and pleaſing vnto 
God, who hath diſpoſed all things by 
meaſurc, & hath gcuen ynro vs reaſon 
as a compaſle, to make all our actions 
wſt&cuenlike vnto his; For if I geue 
my goods vnto himthat hath noneed, 
and ſec a poore man dye at my feet for 
wantof food, this is an indiſcreer libe- 
ral:tic in the rich,& manſlaughter vn« 
ro the poore man, If1 for the helping 
ofa ſtranger,let my father and mother 
want, the orderof true & naturall a& 
cis is peruerted, and mine ation is 
diſgraced. We are allo to obſerue the 
things by which we mean toplace our 
good deeds, and ſome be more vrgene 
then otherſome : for,we may doubr of 
ſome of chem, in our geuing, & other- 
ſome of the, may pluck the good deed 
into our own hads:howbeit we are prin 
cipally to take heed, that we geue nor 
away that which is another mans : for, 
they chat rake fro one man togeue to 
another,are abhominable before God, 
and their almes & offrings ſtinke inhis 
noſtcels, & he turneth his face cleane 
frocherg : and according tothe ſaying 
ofthe Wiſem3who ſaith,T hat be which 
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thao God the fruite of by iniquitie, 
arforn is moſt foule and filthie. We 
ſhould make a great accoumprof this 
verrue,to frame and faſhion it very en» 
rire and ſound in our minds, as being 
full of all ſpiriruall grace, that might 
greatly further vs vnto ourſaluarion, 
when as it ſhall accuſtome ys,liberally 
ro diſtribute our goods to thoſe that 
haue need of them, and our almes yn- 
to his honor which hath geuEvs them, 
Saint Amwgvſtine was not afcard to ſay, 
that almes is anocher Baptiſme: be- 
cauſe, that as water putterth our rhe 
Ger,cuen ſodoth almes kill finne, This 
almes (as Chryſofome ſayth) is Gods 
friend, which obtayneth ar his hands 
wharſocuer ſhe craucth: ſhe ſerteth 
priſoners art liberrie, callech home a- 
gaine thoſe that are baniſhed, and ob- 
tayneth pardon for the condemned, 
For, the hand of the poore, is Gods 


ym Haue wee any thing to buy of 


im ?lerys then geue him our money, 
And the beſt way for ys to beſtow our 
$,is roput them into Gods banke, 

he will affureir vs not only on the 
Iahd and the whole continent thereof, 
which is his,bur alſo in heauen, and in 
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erernall blifſe,wherewith he will ſeaſe; 
and inueſt vs. Why ſhould we chen be 
fo fooliſh as ro ſuffer our gold and fil- 
uer toruſt in our cheſts,and ſo,alwaics 
blindfold our minds, with laying vp 
crowne by crowne;ſecing we ſuffer the 
time to pafſe forthe doing of our em- 
ployments, and thar all which we ga» 
_ and ſcrape rogerher , is nothung 
royle ypon toyle heaped 'vp rog 
yk ? Surely, all theſe goods which 
bring with t em nothing elſe bur ſor- 
row and griefewith their only abou» 
dance,and inwhicth arencuer fulnefſt 
nor yer mea{ure,are noching elſe but a 
cage ofgold, and a prifon' of filuer v- 
ro their inaiſters, ro hold\them faſt 
bound to rhe ypper parc ofthe earth, 
$ thereby bereaue emoftheir liber- 


tie for going vnto heaurn,, This isthe 


water thar 1s powted yponithe' 
wings, beta he” ſhould norfiye.+ 
ynto che 'Sunne, Euen ſoinwt 'r

All kinds 
of aRQion ;,coulared and_counterfeir 
ſhewes and all lealings, are the craftic 
deviſcs of the devil): and be that cn- 
gerraineth chem, and yſcth them, co- 
uenanceth with the wicked ſpirits,and 
maketh himſclfe: che bondſlaue of fin. 
And: therefore all our ations ſhould 
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be fincere and faithfull, bur eſpecially 
their ations who are m authoritie to 
gouerne the people, and are pur in 
truſt ro render iuſtice vnto cuery par- 
ricular man. They muſt not do as the 
Egiptian Judges did , that ware the 
image of Iuſtice abour their necks,bur 
they muſt haue it imprinted in the 
borrome of cheir hearts,and berweene 
their lips, for ſhe alone it is that muſt 
direQ their judgements, ſo as neither 
loue nor hatred, muſt at any hand 
make the ballance or ſcales which they 
hold in their hands, leane either one 
way or other, but reaſon alone muſt 
cauſc the lawe ſpurne and kick againſt 
iniquitie, Surely, no man can haue a 
better teſtimonie vnto his conſcience 
of his cle&ion,then when as he feelerh 
himſelfto rake pleaſure in dealing iuſt- 
ly and rightuouſly:for whoſocuer he is 
that Jouerh juſtice, is a man of God: 
for, the gr ſhinerh on the righteous 
man, and vp6 him thar is of an vyprighrt 
hart, The way and path of the 1ſt, is 
like vnro the dawning of the day, her 
light encreaſeth by lirtle and lictle,and 
becommeth like vnto the nooneride. 
The wiſe man could nor more properly 
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compare'iuftice vnto any thing, then 
vnto the light : for,as the light ſhinerh 
nor for it ſclfe, but cauſeth others to 
ſee: cuen ſo this moſt excellent ſound 
vercue of it ſelfe, lookerh not but vnro 
the benefit & profit of another,hauing 
none other end bur by a well willing & 
righteous affeiongro conioyne & en- 
rerraine one another of vs, When this 
vertue is growne vnto a full pertcQis, 
ſhe ſtraightwayes beginneth ro loue,8& 
may very wel take vnto her tharname, 
becauſe that ſhe,hauing vnited & can- 
1oined vs together, . reacherh-vs to ac» 
compt our ſelues to be one anorhers 
ficſh,as being the members of one bo- 
dy,or rather,the body of one head,lea- 
ung invsa charitable affeftion,which 
15 the ſouldering & finowing of our bo- 
dics together. Forzas we ſee inthe con- 
ſirurion of our perſons,cuery member 
ro be ſoframed therein, as that, that 
which is fardeſt off , mouerh itſelfe 
forthwich in affeRio & good liking vn- 
ro the reſt:ſoas if we haue any paine in 
our foor, by 8& by the eye looketh vnto 
ir,% ſtraightways we pur to the hand,8e 
in the end bend the whole force of our 
body to help to do it good, Euen fo 4 
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reth it with che miſtical conjunRion of 
the body, & in the holy cogregarion of 
the faithfull, whereof we are all mem- 
bers, and the ſpirit of God which doth 
rule and gouerne vs, teacheth vs, thar 
for our owne conſeruation, we muſt 
needs make one of another,and make 
both our aducrhfitie and proſperitie 
common, thar we might contribute 
vnto the neceſſities of one another. 
For,our chriſtian righteouſnes,reſtrai- 
nerh not ys only, to diſcharge the ci- 
uile and politick bands which may be 
amongſt ys, bur alſo acquirerh this na- 
rurall obligation, which bindeth one 
man to another by mutua!l good wall 
and loue. Ir remayneth now, thac this 
righteouſnefſe muſt conioyne vs vnto 
God,and bring forth her moſt exceller 
effects,which keperh our ſoule vpright 
quiet, & capable of the wil of God,and 
as it were faſt tied ynto the loue of e- 
ueclaſting bliſſe, which is done by the 

gifts of faith & hope. For,after we have 

purged our ſelucs of the peruerſe & fil. 
thy affeibs, which our ſoulhath got] 
into her by ling on crth,&ſo blinded 

our wil,as that ſhe cinot returneto ill, 

yer muſt ſhe $09 ON toher mark,% guide 
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herſelf mnto her reſting place, Now,as 
weare caſt downe into the darkeneſſe 
of this world, into the deſerts of fin, & 
bottomlefle deapths of perdition, we 
cannot ſee our end without light, nor 
find our way withour a guide,ne yetſu- 
ſtaine our ſelues & go forward without 
ſay:and our lighr,guidezand ſtay is,the 
reuclation which God hath ſhewed vn- 
ro vs out of his will, the knowledge 
which he hath geuen vnto vs by his 
grace, the ſpirit, by which he commu- 
nicateth himſelf with vs,and in the end 
commeth himſelfe vnrovs, becauſe we 
are ſofeeble,as that we cannot govnto 
him. We call faith the ſound and right 
affe&ion, whereby wee receine thar, 
which he declareth vnto vs, and which 
we conſt itly belecue,and by which,we 
dge of him in the goodnes & fimpli- 
citie of our harts, This.is it with which 
we humble our ſenſes, and with which 
we deny our ſclues to geue credir vnto 
his truth, in acknowledging our infir- 
mirie,& by which we allow his almigh- 
tincs,reuercce & admire the effes ſo 
often reiterared,for the reconquering 
of our ſaluation,& deliuerice fro erer- 
nall death, Now,whe as our ſoule hath 
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once found her {elf diſpoſed to belicue 
this, and receiued this impreflion fro 
the word of God,the then cleerly ſeerh 
the marke wherear ſhe aimer\, & kno- 
wing thereby the benefit which is ſer 
before her, ſhe istouched with a cer- 
rain effectual feeling of picaſure,which 
eggeth her cormually forward ro with 
& looke for the ſaluation which is pre- 
pared for her. This is that hope by the 
whica ſhe forcſezththes happy hour of 
her fel:cirie, by which ſhe 15 kept for 
the loking for her bletTednes,8& vphol- 
den& double ſtrengehencd againſt all 
the griefes and miſeries which m'ghr 
ſhake che ſame, and croſle her in the 
way. Here then wee ſee how we muſt 
prepare our ſoule to make it capable 

of this felicitie, We muſt now then ne- 
cefiarily ſee & behold by her dealing, 

how ſhe delighteth her felt in this moſt 
excellct pleaſure.And iris tobe conſi- 
dered two maner of wayes, the one is, 
that whilſt ſhe is clad about with this 
ficſh, and detained here in this vile 
world,yer ſhe ſti]] toyneth and yniterh 
her ſc}fe vnto God her creator, by 
meanes of her pure & hol; diſpoſition, 
and of her good and charitable works, 
E 1 
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The other is,that whe ſhe is deliuered 
& deſpoiled of the earth, & the world, 
ſhe wholy ynuteth herſelf vntoher firſt 
& originall being,1n rhis firſt eſtate we 
ſhal ſce her reioice in ſuch happineſle, 
pleaſure, & contentment, as infinitely 
ſurpaſſerh all the other delights which 
we poſlibly are able rowith or defire 
here below. And ſuch in very decd, as 
are no way comparaile vnto thoſe 
pleaſures which we know to be prepa- 
red forys inthe life ro come, and ſuch 
intruth,as ourthoughts cannot appre- 
hend. For it is very true (which Eſdras 
ſayth) Thar man, that leth here in 
this world, can comprehend nothing 
bur earthly things, And it is ſayd in 
Fcileſiaſt. That wee muf# not ſearch into 
things aboue our reach, but thinke vpon that 
which Gecd hath commaennded vs : for it is 
not fit for vs to looke vnto that which God 
keepeth ſecret vnto himſelfe from vs, Now, 
the bleſſeddeſt and chiefeſt pleaſure of 
our ſoule, conliſtech in conforming & 
addreſſing all her doings to that end 
wherunto ſhe is created,which is done 
by aRion.prayer,and meditation. For, 
God having cauſed vs robe borne tobe 
members here of this vile world, cuery 
part 
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part ot vs obſeruing the duty & motion 
whereunto he hath ordeined the ſame, 
ſerue for his glory, & teſtimony of his 
Fower. It ſtandeth vs therfore vponyſo 
long as we live here, to keepe well our 
part,and beware thar in our particular 
diſcording, we breake nor the vniuer- 
fall right note and harmony, wherein 
the beauty of his workemanſhip ſub= 
fiſteth * for, he hath called every of vs 
ynto a certaine miniftery and office, 
whereof he hath wade ſome Kings, 
ſome Princes,ſome Magiſtt ates, ſome 
priuate men, or toſay as the Apoſtte 
fayth , he hath ordeyned, Some to be 
Prophets, ſome Euangeliſts , ſome Prea- 
chers, and ſome DoCfors, And therefore 
let vs rake heed that we fulfil the mi- 
niſterie which is Jayd vpon vs, For if 
ſo be we deale lamely and haltingly in 
the charge which is geuen vnto vs, we 
fayle not onely in our owne duties, 
bur we alſo tring a generall contuſi- 
on ypon the whole people, and fo be- 
come culpable of the linnes of all the 
multitude. Where conrrariwile, if ſo 
be wedeale iuſtly and truly in our of- 
hce, we ſhall be like vnto good and 
Sk:lfull muſitians, who, ouer and be- 
E iu 
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ſides rhe greatpleaſure of the excellec 
and ſweer ſounding of their voices , 
they feele a maruelous and incredible 
delighr by che euen mcering of one a- 
nothers voice , which falleth into 
theirs,with an agreemer & accord,full 
ofſweer melodie, And therefore ir is 
ſurely a great pleaſure todo well,ney- 
cher is there any pleaſure ſo great, as 
the contentmeEt which we feele in our 
conſciences, when we performe any 


godly & commendable aQion. Neither 


1s there any _ that more gladly 
rickleth the ſpirir,then the glory which 
it off:erth & promiſeth vnto thar man 
or woman,who vertuouſly behaue thE 
ſelues in their liues & conuerſations, 
I meane not ſuch glory as is fed either 
with winde or ſmoke, which pleaſeth 
men only, bur ſuch glory as maketh vs 
ſee a far off, the crowne which is pre- 
pared for vs, Neithcr muſt we ſtand 
ypon the outcries and clapping of the 


hands ofthe people, which fauour the 


courſe thar we take in hand, no more, 
- thenavalianr Champion readie pre- | 
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pared in theliſts ro fight the combat | 
doth : butler it rather haſten vs ro run { 
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of prize,which atrendeth our viRorie, 
and lift vp our ſoules with ſuch a cogi- 
ration, as that all our ations being re- 
ferred tothis end, may be full of thar 
toy & contentmeEr,wherein conſiſterh 
our whole bleſſednes.Neither may we 
ne yet can we cotinually tie our ſclues 
vntorhe affaires and buſneſſe of this 
world : for, after labor, enſucth reſt, 
which is in very deedthe true operatis 
of the ſoule,and that is Meditation, And 
in yery truth, moſt blefſed are they 
whole vocation is wonderfu!ly fartheſt 
oft from the care of theſe worldly af- 
faires,and whom God hath withdrawn 
from the rempeſts and ſtormes of the 
world.and placed them as it werein a 
calme & peaceable hatten, ro behold a 
farre off the ſhipwrack of others. And 
this meditation confiſteth only of the 
knowl:dge of the truth, and glory of 
God,which we muſt ſecke after as well 
by the contemplation,and exact conſi- 
deratio of his works, out of which ſhi- 


. neth forth cucrywhere his power & in- 


comparable goodncs, as by the ordi- 
nary reading ofthis word, by which he 
openeth ynto vs the treaſure of his 
wiſcdomec, and drawerh the curtaincs 
E v 
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of heauen, to make ys ſee his maiecſftie 
facero face, as much as our infirmitic 
isableto beare, And the u orks of God 
vndcubredly, are as ſcaling ladders ſer 
yþ for vs cucry where to climb vp vnto 
him. For, let vs turne our ſelues which 
way ſocuer we will, and we ſhall finde 
here in the world wonderfull things : 
for ifwe looke downe into the depth of 
the bowels of the earth, we ſhall ſee 
there ſuch anumber of veines of gold 
and flucr,ſuch a ſort of pretious mine- 
rals,and ſuch ſpring heads of liu:ly wa- 
rers,as is wonderfull. Again,ifwe looke 
vpon the face of the carrh,we ſhal find 
ſuch varietic of hearbs, floures, fruits, 
rrees, beaſts of the ficlds, and in them 
ſuch vertues, and ſecret properties, as 
that it would make ys altogether aſto- 
niſhed. And are the ſeas I:fle admi- 
rable, by reaſon of thcir ebbing & flo- 
wing ?the mulritude of hſhes,and the 
diuerſitic of monſters, which they feed 
& bring forth ? And will not the ayres 
replen;ſhed with foules,clouds,raines, 
ſnowes,hayles,lightnings,& rhunders, 
make ys wonder ? And when as we lifr 
yp our eyes far higher, and behold the 
curtaines of beauen ſpread _— 
ace 
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face of the earth, behold the bright- 
nefle of the Sunne, the clearcnefle of 
the Moone, and the ruling of their 
courſe,obſerue & marke rhe goodly 8& 
beaurifull order of the Srarres, their 
courſe,effes,8& influcces, muſt it nor 
needs alrogether amaze vs?And yer al 
this geare together c6ſidered in grofle 
is nothing in reſpe& of the matrers 
which we haue now in hand,whe as we 
ſhall have examined the a part and by 
peccemeale: for,whe as we ſhall haue 
leene thar the very leaſt things in the 
world, haue in their conſtirutionſuch 
a maruelous prudence & wiſedome,we 
muſt of neceſſitie find our the author 
& creator of them,in heauen.Ler man 
bur looke into himſelf,& confider with 
himſelfe what maner athing he is,and 
how ſo litle a moyſt humor could make 
him grow vntoſuch afaſhion,rto be fra- 
med a body of ſo many ſundry parts, 
with ſuch proportion . And let him 
not content himſelfe ro ſee himſelfe 
ſtand vpright vppon his feere, with 
his facc vpward , his eyes open, and 
remouing all his members , bur ler 
him alicle vncouer his skin,and ghefſe 


how the ficſh and the bones are ſo 
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workemanlike ſct togerher,and vnder- 
ftand how many finewes and musklcs 
are drawne downe euen from the 
neck, vnto the moſt baſe & outermoſt 
parts of the body, to bind, looſe, and 
remoue to all the parts, vnto all ſorts 
of mouings : and let him behold how 
ſo many veines are ſpread throughour 
the body to carry the bloud and nouri- 
ſhing iuice vnto euery member. Ler 
him alſo ſee what a number of arte- 
ries are guided from the heart, and de- 
vided to accompanie all rhe finewes 
and veynes; to hold in the virall ſpirits 
in cuery part, as the meſſengers of his 
will, to the end, to commaund the fin- 
newes to moue, or not to moue, Let 
him then if he will, Jay open his o- 
macke, and ſee how his life is maintei- 
ned, how the meares ſent downe into 
the ſtomacke, are transformed by a 
ſecret and incomprehenſible power , 
how, by laboring and tirring in the 
ſtomack, they runne into the paunch, 
how the good iuice floweth through 
the ſmall yaines into theliuer, which 
is the ſhop of rhe bloud : how the liuer 
diſchargeth her ſuperfluities into the 
gal),/plene, andlidncys, how it diſtri- 
burerh 
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buteth the bloud into the veynes, and 
how it is ſent into the: heart to be 
there made thin and ſubtilized, cuen 
vntothe confeQion of the vitall ſpi- 
rites , If he behold che moouing and 
breathing of the lights, which refre- 
ſherh and moderarcth the hear of the 
hearr, if he ſee the artificiall turnings 
and wreathings of the guts , let him 
not thinke the ſame,to be fallen our of 
the clouds , neither yer thathe ſeerh 
any other thing within, then he ſcerh 
withour , Howbeit, when as he ſhall 
come to confider of the head, which is 
thetreaſure of the ſences, and ſcar of 
reaſon, let him dreame amongſt other 
things, whar an eſpeciall worke the 
eye is , and with how many filmes 
and thin skinnes , this lighrſome ſpiric 
is garruſhed and defended, whichin 
very truth is the pleaſure of the life, 
he ſhall remaine as it were aſtoniſhed 
and amazed; bur yer not ſo much, as 
when he commeth ro pierce the 
braine, where he ſhall perceiue the 
manner whereon the portracture and 
images of chings are borne by the ſen- 
ces,as faithfull meflengers and inter- 
preters, to be recciucd andexerciſed 
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therein by the common ſence : and 
afrerward to be ordered and placed 
within the cuſtodic of the celles of the 
memorie, Bur the thing that moſt a- 
Noniſherh vs,is this,when as we defire 
to ynderſtand what our ſoule is, which 
manageth & gouernerh all this whole 
workemanſhip , whata power it is of, 
that thus ſtrangely mouerh and wor- 
kerh, which awaketh when we ſlcepe, 
comprehendeth fo eaſily all things, 
reacheth into the deepeſt matters,and 
by diſcourſe,findeth our rhe cauſe and 
reaſon of the moſt ſecret things , And 
weſce and feele theſe effes incur 
ſclues, and yer we can neither ſce nor 
yer concciue them . Certainly,when 
we , in the contemplation of theſe 
things, are lifted vp by faith, we feele 
our on forthwith led vnto the au- 
thor of rheſe workes. And toſay tru- 
ly, when as we ſce ſo many maruelous

of , the .greatnefle and almightie 
power of God , who is heereby fo 
gloriouſly expreficd ? The oncly be- 
holding 
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holding whereof, is able to ſay our 
ſences and ſpirits, and furniſh chem 
wich an aboundanc and ſufficient con- 
rentment, whereon hangerhour feli- 
citie , This is it , whereon we ſhould 
ſtudie day and night, and not content 
our ſelues with the bare looking of the 
couer onely ,|bur diligently ro way the 
periodes, yea ,cuen to pluck ourtthe 
{illabes and meancſ points , which 
concaine excellent and holy ſecrets. 
And this was a very good anſwer in 
my opinion , which the good Here- 
mare S, Anthonie ( as Socrates writeth ) 
made ynto a Philoſopher , who asked 
him how he could pofſiblie dwell in a 
ſolitarie place , without hauing of 
bookes about him ? Surely ( quorh 
he) I lacke'no bookes , for the world 
is my booke , and my ſtudie, is the 
contemplation of nature, whercin I 
reade day and night , of the glory 
of my God: hewbeir, 1 can neuer 
attaine to the end thereof. O hap- 
pic life voide of ſuch a number of 
boiling ſorrowes and greefes , which 
vndermine and conſume our yeares, 
gladding and reioycing in this gras 
uous rcſt , and having goog leaue 
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ro thruſt our hands yp to the elbowes 
mtorhe treaſures of the Deitic, which 
feedeſt the defires of rhe ſoule , with 
the knowledge of immorralitie , and 
ſwondeſt and dieft within the burning 
flames of eternall wiſdome. Theſe are 
the delights,and theſe are the alluring 
baites which kept Acepſenas, arecluſe, 
within his cell in the wilderneſſe, full 
threeſcore years.Theſe are the allure- 
ments which ſtayed that Simeo: all his 
life long,vpon the top of apiller. Whar 
a merueilous deſire ( thinke you) had 
thoſe men, who being!lifted vp aboue 
the earth , did ſwim in the ayre, com= 
municated with the Angels,and beau- 
tified rhemſelues before rhey dyed? 
Wirthonr doubr, cur bloud is wonder- 
fully congealed and groffe about our 
hea:t,and we very dull , and as it were 
inaſwound, if we admire not their 
blefledneſſe, neither haue we compaſ- 
fion of our owne miſeries , our ſpirits 
are mightely morrtified , if ſo be we 
comprehend not , thar in this life , in 
this contemplation , and in the know- 
ledge of this erernal yerity,our conſo- 
lation,contentation, & felicitic, l:eth, 
conſiſteth and reſteth, Now God,who

And therefore we ſhould follow thoſe 
good Egiptianfarhers,whoſe lines Phi= 
b deſcribeth,who looſing their eyesro 
looke farre aboue the workes of God, 
caſtthem forthwith into the reading 
of the Prophers,and ofthe holy books, 
as ypon the commentarie and inter- 
pretor of their meditations. And theſe 
are they that haue moſt profoundiy 
entred intothe duine wiſedome, and 
who for that occaſion,are in the ſcrip- 


rures called Seers; for they are they, by 
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whom we haue had the myſtcries of 
etcrnitic reuealed, and not by any hu- 
maine induſtrie,bur by the inſpiration 
of the ſpiric of Gad,haue communica- 
red vnto ys the miracles of heauen, 
and opencd the entric into wiſdome 
with the which when as our ſoule is 
mixed,and from thence hath reccuued 
ber forme and perfeRion , ſhe muſt 
then bring forth het fruite, accordig; 


as ihe ſame Philo hath taught vs, That 


that is the propertic of cuery perfect: 
thing, The fruite of a meditating ſoule, 
or rather the infant thereof, if we will 
ſpeake as Euſebins doth,is praier,which 
being conceiued in the inwardpart of 
our thought , diſcloſerh ir ſelfz be- 
twixt our lips,cuen as the child is con» 
ceiucd inthe mothers wombe .

ſpiric &rhe body,thruſterh our it ſelfe,

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for ordinary praye: ,whichproceederh 
of our infirmiry,and ſhould be the be- 
ginning of all our workes , & which we 
arenot to keepe to be the laſt ation 
of rhe ſoule,bur for that , by which we 
expreſle that affeion which is borne 
in vs, by percciuing of that which we 
haue fro the goodnefſc of God which,
